Population  (Census  1911)  23,270 

„  1920  .  24,329 

The  area  of  this  Rural  District  remains  at  54,301  acres, 
exclusive  of  area  covered  by  water,  and  these  social  and  geo¬ 
graphical  features  are  as  in  1919. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  and  demands  are  unaltered.  For 
the  year  1920,  the  amount  of  Poor  Relief  distributed  was  £1713. 

The  number  of  births  registered  is  614,  of  which  347  were 
males  and  267  females,  while  21  were  of  illegitimate  children 
giving  a  rate  of  *86  per  1,000.  The  Birth  rate  (corrected)  is 
25'4  per  1,000.  The  following  table  gives  full  details  of  these 
births  : — 
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The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year  was 
242  (M.  Id  appendix),  Of  these  deaths  1  was  from  scarlet 
fever,  5  from  whooping  cough,  2  from  diphtheria,  4  from 
influenza,  1  from  erysipelas,  15  from  tuberculosis,  31  from  cancer, 
31  from  heart  disease,  32  from  disease  of  the  lungs  (non- 
infectious),  2  from  Diarrhoea,  3  from  appendicitis,  3  from  Bright’s 
disease,  1  from  puerperal  fever,  1  from  parturition,  12  from 
premature  birth  and  malformation,  10  from  violence,  3  from 
suicide,  and  24  from  old  age. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  2  being 
scarlet  fever,  2  typhoid  fever,  and  3  diphtheria.  There  were  no 
uncertified  deaths.  There  were  20  inquests  held,  3  were  cases  of 
suicide,  all  males,  ages  16,  14,  and  53,  and  the  methods  were 
drowning,  poisoning  by  corrosive  sublimate,  and  shooting, 
2  were  of  infants,  premature  birth  (2  days),  and  overlaying  (5 
months),  2  were  of  children  (2  years),  scalds  from  boiling  pot, 
and  (13  years)  burns.  Other  deaths  from  violence  include  1  man 
(19)  caught  in  a  lift,  1  woman  (84)  fractured  thigh  from  falling 
down,  one  male  (62)  found  dead  in  the  river,  another  aged  81, 
over-exertion,  and  the  remainder  from  natural  causes,  i.e., 
epilepsy,  cancer  of  breast,  heart  failure  and  angina  pectoris. 


Infantile  Deaths. — There  were  22  infants  who  died  before 
attaining  one  year  of  age,  11  of  them  under  4  weeks,  and  of  them 
8  were  during  the  first  week.  There  were  3  of  these  infants 
whose  death’s  were  caused  by  whooping  cough,  1  died  from 
meningitis,  1  from  convulsions,  1  from  bronchitis,  2  from 
pneumonia,  1  from  enteritis,  1  from  overlaying,  12  from 
premature  birth,  malformation  or  debility. 


Two  deaths  were  of  illigitimate  children,  one  (aet  12  days)  a 
male  died  from  convulsions,  the  mother  a  domestic  servant,  the 
other  a  female  (aet  2  days)  was  prematurely  born.

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These  rates  are  calculated  upon  the  corrected  figures  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  certainly  show  cause  for  congratulation, 
although  the  increase  of  population  may  prove  by  the  census  to 
be  greater  than  estimated,  and  the  rates  therefore  not  quite  so 
favourable. 

'Water  Supplies. — The  table  given  in  last  year’s  report 
shows  the  source  of  supply  to  the  various  Townships.  This 
Rural  Council  is  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  for  adequate  water 
supplies,  and  new  schemes  of  extension  are  constantly  being 
considered  ;  the  actual  extensions  carried  out  during  the  year 
being,  (1)  A  length  of  main  of  some  540  yards  along  the  Tarporley 
Road  which  serves  four  small  holdings  and  the  “  Fox  and 
Barrel  "  Inn,  and  (2)  A  length  of  some  650  yards  from  Broken 
Cross  Bridge  along  King  Street,  to  serve  2,  cottages,  a  church, 
and  a  dairv  farm. 

An  agreement  has  been  concluded  with  the  Liverpool  Corpor¬ 
ation  to  supply  an  additional  60,000  gallons  per  diem  from  their 
main  at  Delamere,  to  meet  the  extra  demand  made  by  the 
growing  village  of  Barnton. 

Negotiations  were  made  with  an  adjoining  authority  to  co¬ 
operate  in  supplying  the  extreme  portion  of  Delamere,  but  the 
cost  was  so  prohibitive  that  it  has  been  shelved  for  the  present. 

This  Council  has  been  approached  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  North wich  to  consider  a  joint  water  scheme,  and 
preliminary  meetings  have  been  held  by  a  joint  committee  to 
consider  the  advantages. 

Of  three  samples  of  water  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst, 
one  from  a  pump  well  at  Nether  Peover,  another  from  an  open 
well  at  Marton,  and  the  third  from  an  open  well  at  Wimboldsley, 
all  were  certified  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were  taken  to  protect  the 
wells  from  contamination  as  no  other  supply  is  available. 

Grave  pollution  of  the  Council’s  mains  at  Barnton  was  proved 
by  two  samples  analysed,  and  the  cause  was  discovered  to  be  the 
disconnection  of  a  pipe  and  its  connection  to  a  “  waste  ”  tank  in  a 
slaughter  house.  The  Council  prosecuted  the  offender,  and  a  fine 
of  £10  was  imposed. 

Certificates  under  section  6  of  the  P.H.  (water)  Act,  1878,  have 
been  granted  to  the  owners  of  13  houses  during  the  year.  One 
owner  (of  2  houses)  has  been  granted  permission  to  occupy,  on 
condition  that  he  provides  the  necessary  supply  within  a  year, 
which  he  has  undertaken  to  do.  The  delay  being  excused  owing 
to  the  shortage  of  well-sinkers. 


Rivers  and  Streams. — The  pollution  of  Crowton  Brook 
by  an  adjoining  authority  referred  to  last  year  remains  as  it  was. 
The  Council  asked  the  County  Analyst  to  inspect  the  brook  in 
this  area  ;  his  report  which  was  unfavourable,  was  sent  to  the 
neighbouring  authority  last.  September. 

,  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  additions  or  extensions 
have  been  made  to  the  works  which  were  in  existence  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  which  are  specified  in  last  year’s 
report,  but  arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  sewerage  scheme 
for  Beech  Road,  Hartford,  and  for  the  acquisition  of  more  land 
for  sewage  treatment  at  Moulton. 

Closet  Accommodation  remains  as  detailed  in  last  year's 
report. 

Scavenging- — There  has  been  decided  improvement  during 
the  year  in  the  removal  of  refuse  bv  the  Contractors  in  the 
twelve  Townships  which  have  a  public  scheme.  Some  400  new 
pails  for  replacement  of  worn  ones,  and  4  tons  of  15%  carbolic 
powder  for  disinfecting  pails  and  ash-tins  have  been  required. 

The  Townships  scavenged  by  Contractors  with  full  details  of 
the  work  required,  &c.,  were  specified  last  year. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. — This  is  detailed 
in  table  B  of  the  Appendix. 

Schools. — These  as  regard  number,  water  supply,  and 
drainage,  &c.,  remain  unaltered  since  last  year. 

Disinfection  is  periodically  carried  out,  and  whenever  a  school 
is  closed  for  infectious  disease. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  amongst  the  scholars  at 
Elementary  Schools  is  a  matter  for  consideration,  the  schools 
undoubtedly  playing  a  not  inconsiderable  part  in  disseminating 
infection. 

A  list  of  closures  owing  to  epidemic  disease  is  given  further  on. 

Milk. — There  have  been  14  farmers  added  to  the  register 
(Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885)  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  for  the  District  of  410. 

One  owner  tenant  was  called  upon  by  the  S.A.  to  remedy 
defective  lighting,  drainage,  and  water  supply  in  a  war-time 
erection,  in  which  were  housed  13  cows  and  several  pigs,  in 
order  to  render  the  place  satisfactory  for  the  safe  production  of 

milk. 

As  the  owner  was  only  tenant  of  the  land  he  occupied,  he  sold 
off  the  stock  and  rendered  further  action  unnecessary. 


Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  137  premises 
registered  under  this  category,  of  which  18  are  blacksmiths  shops 
and  14  wheelwrights,  32  are  bakehouses,  one  of  which  is 
technically  underground,  although  only  the  front  wall  is  buried, 
the  door  in  the  back  wall  opening  on  the  ground  level,  owing  to 
the  structure  being  situated  upon  a  steep  slope. 

There  are  no  outworkers. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Food. — There  have  been  3 
slaughter  houses  licensed  during  the  year,  making  the  total  7,  in 
addition  to  which  there  are  9  registered  slaughter  houses. 

A  tubercular  carcase  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  condemned  440  lbs.  of  meet  and  140  lbs. 
of  offal,  which  was  voluntarily  surrendered. 


Infectious  Disease. — The  number  of  infectious  cases 
notified  during  the  year  was  140,  of  which  24  were  diphtheria, 
34  scarlet  fever,  28  tuberculosis,  35  pneumonia,  11  erysipelas,  2 
puerperal  fever,  5  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  and  1  malaria. 

Of  the  140  cases,  48  were  removed  to  hospital  as  well  as  a  case 
of  influenza  pneumonia  which  occurred  in  a  Groom’s  quarter, 
where  no  isolation  or  nursing  could  be  provided,  making  49  cases 
removed  from  the  district  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Of  the  other  48  cases,  1  was  erysipelas,  21  diphtheria,  and  26 
scarlet  fever.  Two  of  those  classified  as  diphtheria  were  notified 
as  having  scarlet  fever  also. 

The  incidence  of  both  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  was  not 
epidemic,  and  no  school  was  closed  on  account  of  either.  The 
numbers  for  the  4  consecutive  quarters  were  for  diphtheria  5,  8, 
4,  7,  and  for  scarlet  fever  3,  10,  12,  and  9. 


The  5  cases  of  ophthalmia  were  double,  and  all  of  them 
recovered.  One  of  the  2  cases  of  puerperal  fever  proved  fatal. 
The  case  of  malaria  was  a  soldier  returned  from  a  malarious 
country. 


Although  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
light,  there  were  widespread  epidemics  of  mumps  and  whooping 
cough,  which  necessitated  closing  of  schools  as  follows  : —

This  list  of  closures,  which  does  not  include  two  schools 
closured  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  is  eloquent  testimony  to 
the  risk  run  by  children  during  school  life  of  contracting  infec¬ 
tion  from  epidemic  diseases.  It  causes  one  to  speculate  whether 
our  present  system  of  education  could  not  be  bettered. 

To  enclose  children  of  ages  from  5  to  14  years,  during  most  of 
the  hours  of  sunlight  in  buildings  which  can  scarcely  be 
adequately  ventilated,  and  where  they  run  immense  risks  of  con¬ 
tracting  disease,  does  not  seem  the  ideal  method  of  procuring  a 
grade  1  population,  and  as  at  14  years  of  age,  during  9  of  which 
their  supply  of  fresh  air  and  sunlight  has  been  curtailed,  they 
will  then  need  to  learn  the  handicraft  or  occupation  by  which 
they  will  have  to  earn  their  living,  it  seems  as  if  our  workshops, 
gardens,  farms,  and  houses  might  be  utilised  as  extended  Kinder¬ 
garten  school,  where  children  might  be  taught  industry, 
responsibility,  and  something  by  which  they  could  earn  a  living 
under  more  healthy  conditions. 

The  closure  for  whooping  cough  is  an  unsatisfactory  proceeding 
when  it  is  considered  that  a  minimum  time  fora  case  is  6  weeks, 
and  that  it  may  last  as  many  months,  and  that  a  child  has 
whooping  cough  some  44  days  before  a  definite  diagnosis  can  be 
made,  during  which  time  the  patient  is  infectious  ;  it  is  clear 
that  nothing  short  of  a  prolonged  closure  can  be  expected  to  have 
any  result,  and  it  becomes  a  nice  question  to  balance  the  claims 
of  health  v.  education. 

All  notified  case  are  visited  by  the  Inspector,  and  the  premises 
are  disinfected  after  removal  or  recovery,  and  in  this  work  4044 
formaldehyde  lamps  (2,000  c.f.)  have  been  used,  and  1440  bottles 
of  disinfectant  distributed. 

4hie  examination  of  any  pathological  material  which  is 
requisite  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health  is  carried  out  by 
Prof.  Delepine  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
the  Council’s  cost,  and  during  the  year  12  swabs  have  been  sent 
for  examination  from  throats  suspected  to  be  diphtheritic,  4 
being  positive,  and  8  negative. 
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There  were  also  sent  for  examination  4  blood  specimens  from 
persons  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  typhoid  fever,  all  proving 
negative. 

In  addition  to  these  there  were  27  reports  upon  sputum 
received  from  the  County  Laboratory,  4  showing  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  23  being  negative. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  on  request,  and  36,000  units 
were  requisitioned  during  the  year. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  is  in  Leftwich,  and  the  Small- 
Pox  Hospital  is  at  Marbury.  They  are  both  situated  within 
this  area  and  serve  the  whole  Union,  and  are  administered  bv  a 
Joint  Board  of  the  four  constituent  authorities. 


Housing. — The  amount  of  overcrowding  is  certainly  not 
worse  than  it  was,  and  probably  much  improved. 

There  is  considerable  activitv  in  the  district.  Brunner,

Mond  &  Co.  are  erecting  some  250  houses  at  Weaverbam  under 
the  State  Subsidy  Scheme.  These  are  of  the  “  Dorman  Long  ” 
form  of  structure.  Numerous  individual  owners  are  erecting 
houses  and  bungalows  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  the 
Rural  Council’s  Schemes  being  well  in  hand  some  80  houses 
being  in  course  of  erection,  and  contracts  set  for  240.  The  two 
following  tables  give  full  particulars  of  the  position.
